of the order at Mobile. Peace with 
Great Britian had already been sign- 
ed and was ratified at Washington 
February, 17, 1815. 

Bright was the morning of Febru- 
rary, 2 1, 1815, the day set for the ex- 
ecution. It waa a winter month, but 
in the balmy southern clime the flow- 
era were in bloom and the birds sang 
sweetly id the vicinity of the old 
French settled town of Mobile. 

Fifteen hundred troops were march- 
ed by General Winchester to an open 
field near Mobile and drawn up in a 
quadrangle. Scores of curious citi- 
zens were attracted to the place to 
witness the sextuple execution. Six 
roughly made and gloomy look- 
ing w xxlen coffins were brought 
iuto the center of the quadrangle by 
as many stalwart soldiers and placed 
in a row on the ground a lew feet 
apart. The sable forebodings of 
death sent a shiver through the as 
scjphled troops, who had hurled, bach, 
the flower of the British army, 
for more than one soldier thought a 
terrible murder was about to he com- 
mitted under the ban of the law. But 
the fiat of doom had been proclaimed 
and there was no probability of a re- 
prieve an iving. General Winchester 
knew nothing of the ratification of 
pence, and even if he had, he could 
do nothing to stay the execution 
that had been ordered by his superi- 
or. The victims of that wonderlul 
court martial had not arrived, and the 
soldiers grew nervous while waiting. 
Presently there was a rattling sound 
down the road leading to the camps, 
and the old two-horse country wagon 
trotted into view around the bend of 
the road. Within were seated the si:c 
condemned men. They were secure- 
ly bound and escorted by a military 
guard. The rickety old vehicle rat- 
tled into the center of the quadrang- 
le of the troops and stopped by thc 
row of coffins. 

All the prisoners stooJ firm and 
composed, except Harris, who was 
slightly agitated, probably not so 
much trom the fear of death as the 
thought of leaving a widow in the lar 
away hills of Tennessee. Colonel 
Russell, who had charge ol the execu- 
tion, said to the men in an undertone; 

“You are about to die by a sen- 
tence of court martial. Die like inen 
— like soldiers, You have been brave 
in the field. You have fought well. 
Do no discredit to the army or your- 
aelves by any unmanly fears." 

F!ach of the men replied briefly to 
the consoling words of Colonel Rus- 
sell, after which the officer retired to 
his post, leaving the six condemned 
men standidg by their coffins, and the 
final preparations for the execution 
began. Several soldiers marched out 
and placed a white cap over the face 
of each of the prisoner*. In the mean

During ihcaecond war with Great 
Britian Alabama wnaa part ot Tennes- 
see, and those sjluiers were from what 
is now Alabama. 

Sept. 20, 1814, 205 members of the 
Firat West Teulu-saee regiment at 
Fort Jackson refused to serve longei. 
They decl.ued they had enlisted June 
jo. 1814, for three months and aa thc 
time had expired they were entitled 
to go home. The regimental officer* 
denied that the time had expired, 
insisting that the men had enlisted 
for six months They en teavored to 
get the “simple notion," as they call- 
ed it, out of the heads of the 
men Thc men were right in be- 
lieving their term of service had ex- 
pired, as will be w en later. They se- 
cured ration* the best way they could, 
which was not very creditable, and 
some of them did go home, but snb- 
aequently voluntirly rejoined the 
army, when they were soon afterarreat- 
cd and put in irons. A court martial 
ordered to try them convened Decern - 
per 5, 1814 in Mobile, and the priaon- 
era were charged with “exciting a 
mutiny, conniving at mutiny and dia- 
obeiiance to ordera." Thc trial lasted 
la days.
